The 
first question on the ballot, is-¢he adoption or re- 
jection of a new charter; second—Shall - the City of 
Richmond be annexed to the East Bay Municipal 
Utility. District; third—Shall bonds. for*afs 50,000 be 
issued for a city hospital: fourth—Shall bonds for 
$50,000 be issued for a public bath, 4 

Vote For Annexation 

The Record-Herald has ‘made a study. of the 
questions involved. It will-be to the best interests 
of every citizen of Richmond to vote for annexation 
to the utility district. The annexation question deals 
directly with the future growth of this city, and its 
water supply. At the time the {district was formed, 
every city in-the east bay section joined with the 
exception of Peidmont and Richmond. The dis- 
trict jis now a legal entity and Richmond is. on the 
outside. This city, by itself, will be unable to bear 
the’expense of developing.an adequate water supp Ps 

r industries that may want to come to Richmoid 
in the future. As the situation stands at the pres- 
ent time Richmond will be at the mercy of the action 
of the directors of the district. ; 

If we join we will be placed on the same footing 
as any other municipality, and this city cannot be 
discriminated against. Already| a numbea of in- 
dustries have been lost to’ Richmond on account of 
the present water company being unable to supply 
the amount that was needed. A- water famine may 
be faced in the next few years. The annexation ques- 
tion is a vital one to every owner of property here, 
and it is to your interest to vote “YES” on annexa- 
tion. Let us protect ourselves. 

The Charter . 
, Go to the polls Tuesday and cast your vote 
against the adoption of the new charter. Practically 
all of the sections contained in the proposed new 
charter are contained in the od one, and where there 
have been any particular changes, it seems if they, 
were adopted that they would tend to make the 
city government less responsive to the wishes of the 
people, than under the present charter. The voters 
and owners of property of Richmond should be “‘sov- 
ereigns” and not “serfs.” True sons of the provi- 
sions of the present charter are possibly out of late, 
they have been outgrown to a certain extent, but the 
Record-Herald believes that no particular harm will 
be done the people of this city by the continued use 
of the charter under which the city, is now working. 
You know what you, have now, you do not know 
what the new charter will give you. It is bad policy 
to swap a “certainty” for an “uncertainty.”

It is-generally conceded by eyeryoné that it will not 
be a paying proposition, and the upkeep of it will 
mean that taxes will become greater and greater. If 
bonds were voted, three sets of nurses would have to 
be installed, as the law prohibits them from working 
more than eight hours, there would hay to tbe three 
sets of physicians, and possibly three sets of internes, 
Then there would be the janitors, assistants, caretak- 
ers, and myriads of other employes. The interest 
alone on the bonds would be $7,500 per year, and 
this is just a‘drop in the bucket. It is stated ‘that the

In taking action against the drug 
-evil the fraternal organizations of this 
state are adopting a course that is in 
line. with their avowed purposes and

It ds. no téeicenie with the ad 
ministration of law for organizations

WESTERN STATES CONSERE 

Western railroad legislation for 
1923 is attracting some attention in 
the railroad ‘district where the action 
of the legislatures in these states, gen- 
erally considered as unfavorable, is 
taken as proof that the railroads" are 
winning back public opinion. A rec- 
ent analysis of 16 western states shows 
1I states in the favorable legislation 
class and five in the unfavorable class, 
according to the railroad standards.

legislatures were favorable and 11 un- 
favorable. These same states in 1921
